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just previous to that a woman, who was 
unable to give her name, was recovered. 
It was not possible to tell the extent of 
the injuries of either. 

After the fire had been extinguished, 
women were found digging at the slate 
with their fingers, crazed with the 
ruin beneath. Every one did noble 
work. After an hour of ceaseless labor 
the first victim, Mrs. Sarah Kelly, was 
unearthed. Her body was found sitting 
in an upright position, her head bruised 
and one arm broken. She said that at 
the first quake a mad rush was made 
for theentrance. Women were knocked 
down and trampled upon in the mad 
haste to escape. Seeing the overwhelm- 
ing jam at the door she remained be- 
hind. The last she saw of her friends 
was just before the floor gave in and the 
ceiling fell. 

The work was continued, but none of 
those whom Mrs. Kelly said were near 
her could be found. ; 

The excavation was then moved from 
the rear of the building to the front, 
where it was supposed the great crowd 
was gathered. As soon as the roofing 
was removed and the mass of brick be- 
neath, the first sight that met the eyes 
was any thing but hopeful. 

Ten women, locked in each others’ 
arms, were drawn out of the debris, all 
dead but one. Mr. James Hassen, 
whose wife had been at the lodge meet- 
ing, was foremost in the work, and the 
first person whom he took out of the 
ruined building was his wife, who died 
in his arms. He lay her by the side of 
the others who were dead and continued 
to work for the living. 

Inside of the next hour thirty men 
and women were drawn out dead, but 
with no wounds on their bodies, and it 
is thought all met their death from suf- 
focation. The gas pipes had broken, 
which caused the lights to go out and 
saved the ruins from fire for’ the 
time, but flooded the debris with a va- 
por almost as deadly as the fire might 
have proven. Ways were pierced into 
the breast of the ruins and bodies were 
drawn out dead and dying. One part of 


| the building was reserved for the dead, 


but the wounded were taken into the 


| stores and houses on the opposite side 
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of the street, where physicians and 
priests administered to souls and bodies. 

Along against the pathway of the 
storm, extending from Sixth to Tenth 
streets, and from Seventh to Eleventh, 
notasingle building was left standing. 
Occasionally a massive stone or iron 
front still stood in the air, while the en- 
tire structure proper had been swept 
away. This morning it presented the 
most stupendous spectacle of disaster 
and ruin ever witnessed, In the course 
of the storm lay the prime tobacco mar- 
ket of the city, and to-day the ware- 
houses almost to the last one lay in 
ruins. They inelude the Kentucky, 
Pickett’s, Ninth-street, Falls City, 
Phoenix, Green River, Louisville, En- 
terprise, Central and Planters’. The 
destruction of the Louisville and Ninth- 
street warehouses could not possibly 
have been more complete. Thousands 
of hogsheads of tobacco lay in the mass 
of brick and mortar, some exposed to 
view and others buried from sight be- 
neath the debris. 

The Louisville Hotel, between Sixth 
and Seventh streets, was unroofed and 
otherwise wrecked, while the building 
west, occupied as a cigar store upon the 
first floor, and slecping rooms upon the 
second and third, was razed entirely to 
the ground, noi a single brick remain- 
ing in place. In the destruction of this 
house many lives were lost, principally 
ot persons who occupied sleeping rooms 
there. Many of them were young girls 
employed at the hotel next door. 

Saloons and other available places 
have been turned into hastily im- 
provised morgues, where the bodies are 
taken as fast as recovered and left 
awaiting identification. Patrol wagons 
are being pressed into service as ‘‘dead 
wagons” to convey the corpses to the 
designated places. 

Eleventh street seemed to serve as a 
kind of flue for the storm, as all inter- 
cepting objects in that line are prac- 
tically reduced to nothingness. As it 
rushed down this street it carried with 
it the fronts of the buildings, which are 
mostly residences, on each side, leaving 
in many instances the furniture and 
other contents unmolested. Frequently 
from the center of some three-sided 
dwelling the unbroken chandelier is 
still swinging. 

Jefferson and Main streets are almost 
in as bad condition as others, and wag- 
ons are carting away soiled and broken 
furniture from homes that were yester- 
day but are to-day no longer. The 
massive trees in the park on Jefferson 
street have been twisted and broken 
like rods, and lay crossed and piled 
upon each other. 

The storm district in Louisville is de- 
scribed as extending from Eighteenth 
to Seventh street, and from Main street 
to Broadway. This includes a territory 
about a mile square, and across this sec- 
tion the cyclone swept diagonally. 
Main street is the principal wholesale 
street of the city, and Market séreet, 
one of the leading retail streets, also 
lies within this district. This street is 
one string of stores for a distance of 
over two miles, extending from Preston 
street to Twenty-second. In nearly all 
the buildings there are families resid- 
ing above the stores. The business sec- 
tion of the visited district runs south to 
about Walnut street, and from there to 

roadway it is a residence quarter, and 
many of the finest homes in the city are 
located in that place. There are also 
several large churches in the district. 

The Union Depot is on the river bank 
atthe foot of Seventh street, at the

bridge crosses the Ohio rivers} Four. 
teenth street. The City Hall and other 
buildings are located in the quarter 
where the damage was done, and the 
court-house is just outside of it, on Jef- 
ferson, between Fifth and Sixth streets. 
The Falls City Hall, which was de- 
stroyed, is on the south side of Market, 
between Eleventh and Twelfth streets. 
The village of Parkland, which is said 
to have been laid waste, is a residence 
suburb, which lies at the southwest 
corner of Louisville, just outside the 
city limits. 
Scenes Described by Eye-Witneases. 

CINCINNATI, March 29.—Conductor R. 
B. Holborn, of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville train which arrived at half-past 
eleven o'clock yesterday morning, said 
to areporter: ‘‘All along the line com: 
ing out of Louisville telegraph poles, 
wires and timber are scattered in all 
directions. We were delayed ir that 
reason. At Lagrange, twenty seven 
miles out from Louisville, there is much 
damage done. 

At Eminence, forty miles southeast of 
Louisville, several persons are killed. 
The whole country coming out of 
Louisville is one mass of mingled poles, 
timbers, trees and other debris.” 

Train No. 8, over thesame road, camo 
in at twelve o’clock. Brakeman C. 
Ricketts and Mr. Williams were eye- 
witnesses ol the terrible storm Thurs- 
day night. Said they: 

“It is beyond description. The enter 
of Louisville is one mass of tervible 
ruins—all is woe and horrible disaster. 
We were in the city atthe time. The 
electrical display was the grandest spec- 
tacle of its kind we ever saw. The 
storm began about half-past sight 
o'clock. The thunder was simply aw- 
ful, and by the vivid glare of the 1! ght- 
ning we could see for blocks. All was 
a mass of ruins, flying timbers, women, 
children and men running here and 
there panic-stricken, crying for aid, or 
seeking to find friends who were buried 
b2neath huge masses of ruins. 

The storm struck the city from the 


| southwest and ran in a zig-zag direction 


across the city, struck the Union Depot 
and jumped the river, striking Jvfferson- 
ville. At least nine or ten blocks of 
that place was destroyed. Before leay- 
ing yesterday morning at eight o’clock, 
sixty-eight bodies were taken from Falls 
City Hall, where there were hundreds 
of people at the time of the accident. 
The most destruction took place in the 
main part of the city. The west end 
came in for a big share. The awful 
tornado did not take a straight course, 
but jumped up one block and down an: 
other and here and there. Port Royal 
Henry County, forty miles from Louis- 
ville, is reported as being entirely de 
molished. 

‘‘At Pendleton, thirty-six miles faem 
Louisville, a $10,000 insurance policy 
was found hanging on a bush, near the 
railroad track. The policy belonged to 
a man in Louisville, and had blown all 
the way from that city. All sorts of 
clothing, pieces of timbers and debris 
of all sorts were scattered along the 
line.” 

D. L. Lockwood, baggage master on 
the same train, was in the tornado also, 
Said he: 

“I was riding ina streetcar on Jef- 
ferson street, between Seventh and 
Eighth, when the tornado struck the 
ear. A heavy telegraph pole was blown 
across the car, mashing it, and nearly 
killing a lady passenger, whom I car- 
ried in my arms to a place where medi- 
cal aid could be had. I was uninjured, 
but the poor-car driver was blown away 
and never heard of or seen since. I% 
was an awful sight. Scores of people 
were killed and every thing was ono 
mass of ruins.” 

“I was in the Kansas City tornado 
several years ago,” said a passenger, 
‘‘but the horrible catastrophe of last 
night was the most awful thing I ever 
saw. I saw dozens of dead people being 
taken from Falls City Hall, where per- 
haps.a hundred or more were killed. 
The Union Depot was completely 
wrecked.” 

Said another: ‘‘A steamboat was 
bodily lifted from the river and blown 
out on the land a quarter of a mile. 
The Western part of the city seems to 
have got the worst of the storm.” 

“T never saw such a time for selling 
papers,” said a newsboy, who came in 
on train No. 8 yesterday morning. Peo- 
ple are crazy for them, and almost tear 
one to pieces to get them.” 





ei The Storm in Tennessee. 

GALLATIN, Tenn., March 29.—Tho 
worst storm that ever visited this sec- 
tion passed over this city Thursday 
night. Two miles from Gallatin houses 
were blown down. The brick residence 
of John Hibbett was completely blown 
away. The walls fellin and killed an 
eighteen-months-old baby of John Hib- 
bett, also a boy twelve years old, son of 
Palo Langford. Hibbett is dying and 
his wife is horribly mangled. Across 
the pike from Hibbett’s, Wm. Patter- 
son’s residence was blown down, injur- 
ing five persons. Residences were cum- 
pietely wrecked and large trees up- 
rooted and carried some distance. 

The worst features of the cyclono 
have not been reported. After sweep- 
ing up Rogana, the storm king began 
its dreadful march. It took a north- 
east course and for twenty-five miles 
carried every thing infront of it. Ali 
houses beyond Bledsoe up to Eulia, 
Macon County, have been blown into 
atoms. Fully one hundred people are 
crippled in that section and are under 
the care of doctors. Men, women and 
children are in a terrible condition in 
that section. Ali kinds of rumors are 
afloat. Communication by telephone is 
cut off. 
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THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


The New Bill Submitted to the Full Ways 
and Means Committee—The Reductions 
and Increase of Duty on the Various 
Schedules Compared with Existing Law 
—An Estimated Reduction of Fifty Miill- 
ion Dollars—The Free List. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The new 
tariff bill was submitted to the full 
ways and means committee this morn- 
ing and passed upon by the committee. 
The minority were given ten days to 
prepare amendments in committee and 
to prepare their views on the bill. Itis 
estimated that the bill makes a total 
annual reduction in the revenues of 
about $50,000,000. The sugar and to- 
bacco scho€ules are greatly changed. 
The duty on the former is greatly re- 
duced. Under the sugar schedule the 
standard is changed from No. 13 to No. 
16. It is provided that all sugars above 
No. 16 Dutch standard in color, also all 
tank bottoms, sugar drainings and sugar 
sweepings, sirups of cane juice or of beet 
juice, melada, concentrated melada, and 
concrete and concentrated molasses, 
shall pay a duty of 35 per cent. ad 
valorem, instead of a specific duty as 
under existing law. All sugars above 
No. 16 Dutch standard are placed at 
40 per cent. ad valorem. The existing 
law provides that these sugars shall 
pay duty at the rate of 25% cents and 
3 cents per pound. 

Molasses testing above 56 degrees is 
made dutiable at 25 per cent., change 
from the specific duty of eight cents 
per gallon. Itis also provided that if 
an export duty shall hereafter be laid 
upon sugar or molasses by any country 
whence it is imported, it stall be sub- 
ject to duty as provided by the present 
tariff law. Nochange is made in the 
duty on sugar candy and _ glucose. 
Grape sugar is made dutiable at 34 ofa 
cent per pound. 

The duty on leaf tobacco suitable for 
cigar wrappers, stemmed and un- 
stemmed, is considerably increased. 
Under existing la-v the stemmed quali- 
ty is dutiable at $1 per pound, and this 
is increased in the McKinley bill to 
$2.75 per pound. The duty on un- 
stemmed is increased from 75 cents to 
$2 per pound. A proviso is inserted to 
the effect that if any portion of any to- 
bacco imported in any package or in 
bulk shall be suitable for cigar wrap- 
pers, the entire quantity of tobacco con- 
tained in such package or bulk shall be 
dutiable, if not stemmed, at $2, and 
if stemmed at $2.75 per pound. No 
change is made in regard to all other 
tobacco in leaf, unmanufactured and 
not stemmed, but stemmed tobacco is 
mado dutiabis at50 cents per pound. 
Tobacco manufactured, and of all de- 
scriptions not specially enumerated or 
provided for, is placed at 40 cents per 
pound, a change from the present duty 
of 30 per cent. ad valorem. No change 
is madein regard to snuff and snuff 
flour made of tobacco. Cigars, cigar- 
ettes and cheroots of all kinds, are made 
dutiable at $3 per pound and 25 per 
cent. ad valorem. Under existing law 
they are dutiable at $2.50 per pound and 
25 per cent. ad valorem. 

Hides, raw ompuncured, whether dry, 
salted or pickled, and other skins ex- 
cept sheep skins with the wool on, are 
taken from the free list and made duti- 
able at fifteen per cent. ad valorem, 
with the proviso that there shall be al- 
lowed on leather or skins manufactured 
of imported hides or skins on which 
a duty has been paid, when exported, a 
drawback equal in amount to the duty 
paid on these hides or skins. 

In the wood schedule, hewn and 
sawed wood and timber used for spars 
and building wharves, is reduced 
from 20 to 10 per cent. ad valorem. 
Squared and sided timber not specially 
provided for, is increased from one cent 
to a cent and a half per cubic foot. No 
change is made in sawed boards, plank, 
deals and other lumber of hemlock, 
white wood, sycamore and basswood, 
but white pine is reduced from $2 to $1.50 
per thousand feet. Sawed lumber not 
specially provided for is made dutiable 
at $2 per thousand feet instead of 20 per 
cent., as at present, but when lumber of 
any sort is planed or finished it shall be 
dutiable, in addition to the regular rate, 
at 50 cents per thousand feet for each 
side so planed. This is a reduction of 
50 cents. If planed on one side and 
tongued and grooved, it is to pay $1 per 
thousand feet additional, and if planed 
on both sides and tongued and grooved, 
$1.50 per thousand. It is provided that 
in case any foreign power shall place 
an export tax upon pine, spruce, elm or 
other logs, exporied to the United 
States in excess of the equivalent per 
thousand feet board measure of the 
duty fixed by the bill upon sawed lum- 
ber, the duty upon the sawed lumber 
provided forin the bill shall be in- 
creased to an amount equal to the tax 
imposed by the foreign country upon 
the exports of such logs tothe United 
States. Sawed cabinet woods unmanu- 
factured veneering and wood are 
changed from $2 per thousand to 20 per 
cent. ad valorem. With the exception 
of chair cane, manufactured but not 
made into finished articles, which is 
made dutiable at 10 per cent., the rest 
of the wood schedule is unchanged. 

The duty on nearly every article in 
the cotton manufacturers’ schedule is 
increased. Cotton thread, yarn and 
wraps, 2ré increased 8 cents per pound. 
Spool thread bears the present duty. A 
new standard for cotton cloth is estab- 
lished, one hundred threads to the 
square inch being changed as the stan- 
dard to fifty threads. An increase of 
from one-quarter to three-quarters of a 
‘cent per yard is is made in different 
kinds of cotton cloth. A new item is 
inserted, making ready-made clothing, 
comp¢sed of cotton or other vegetable 
fiber, dutiable at 50 per cent. ad valo- 








rem. A very heavy increase of duty on 
wools is made on the whole. Carpet 
wools worth less than 15 cents por 
pound are taxed now at 2!/ cents, and 
those above at 5 cents per pound. ‘This 
bill puts a duty of 3! cents on those 
worth less than 12 cents per pound, and 
8 cents on those worth more than 12 
cents per pound. Woolen manufactures 
of the high grades are greatly in- 
creased. The duty on the finest cloths 
is fixed at from three to four times the 
duty on the wool in them, and 40 per 
cent. ad valorem in addition. 

In the metal schedule a reduction of 
about $4 per ton is made in steel rails. 
The present duty is one-eight of a cent 
a pound and the bill proposes to reduce 
this to one-sixth A reduction from 
one-ninth -cent..to one-sixth cent per 
pound is made in “‘T” rails, aud punched 
iron or steel flat rails are reduced one- 
half of acent. All iron railway bars 
made in part of steel are also assessed 
at one-sixth cent. The duty on copper 
over 2 percent. contained in sulphur 
ore is decreased from 214 cents to 1)¢ 
cents per pound. It is provided that no 
drawback shall be allowed on account 
of shrinkage in the ore. The duties on 
pig and bar iron remain as at present, 
but round iron, in coils or rods, is as- 
sessed at a rate of one-tenth cent lower 
than at present. The duty on sheet 
iron, or sheet steel, polished, is about 
doubled. Chains are reduced in duty 
about one-sixth. Under the head of 
cutlery, including pen and _pocket- 
knives, table knives, forks, butchers’ 
knives, ete., reductions of from 10 to 35 
per cent. ad valorem are made, the 
cheaper grades paying the lower rates 
of duty. 

The duty on leather is increased on 
an average about 5 per cent. 

The duties on flax and jute are large- 
ly increased. Tow of flax or hemp is 
made dutiable at $25 per ton. The 
present duty is $10. The duty on cot- 
ton bagging, composed in whole or in 
part of hemp, flax, jute or jute butts is 
about doubled. Linens, ducks, canvas, 
handkerchiefs or other fabrics, com- 
posed of hemp, flax or jute, are made 
dutiable at 50 per cent. ad valorem, an 
increase of 15 per cent. 

The duty on agricultural products is 
greatiy increased. The increase is all 
along the line and is designed to give 
farmers a market for many millions’ 
worth of products now imported. The 
duty on barley is increased from 10 to 30 
cents per bushel; barley-malt from 20 
to 45 cents; corn meal from 10 to 20 
cents; oats from 10 to 15 cents; oatmeal 
from one-half to 1 cent per pound; 
cleaned rice reduced from 2% to 2 cents 
per pound, uncleaned, reduced from 
11g to 14% cents; paddy, reduced from 
114 to three-fourth cent. Rye flour is 
increased from one-halfcent to 114 cents 
per pound: wheat is increased from 20 
cents to 25 cents per bushel, and wheat 
flour increased from 20 per cent. to 25 
per cent. ad valorem. 

The duty on butter and choese is in- 
creased from 4 to 6 cents per pound. 
Eggs, now admitted free of duty, are 
made to pay 5cents per dozen; cabbages, 
3 cents each, broomcorn $8 per ton, cider 
5 cents per gallon, onions 40 cents per 
bushel. Hay is increased from $2 to $4 
per ton, and hops from 8 cents to 15 
cents per pound. The duty on oranges, 
when imported in packages, is doubled, 
but when in bulk it is increased 40 
cents per thousand. Nochange is made 
in the duty on lemons when imported 
in bulk, but those in packages are sub- 
jected to an increase of about 66 per 
cent. All nuts, except almonds, filberts 
and peanuts are reduced one-half cent 
per pound. 

The duty on bacon and hams is re- 
duced from 5 to 2 cents per pound; on 
beef, mutton and pork from 2 to 1 cent. 

The only change made in regard to 
spirits, wines and other beverages is 
that ginger ale and like waters are 
made dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valor- 
em, instead of 13 cents per dozen, as at 
present. : 

The free list is enlarged with items 
in the Senate bill proposed last Con- 
gress, and by the addition of nickel ore, 
certain works of art such as paintings 
and statuary by foreign artists; also 
books and pamphlets printed exclu- 
sively in other than the English lan-/ 
guage. Raw silk is left on the free list, | 
and a bounty is to be paid to producers’ 
in this country. A bounty of 7 cents 
per pound is proposed for cocoons raised | 
in this country, and $1 per pound on 
reeled silk, to be paid for ten years. 

The internal revenue features of the 
bill contain a number of interesting, 
changes from existing laws. It is pro- 
vided that after May 1, 1891, all special! 
taxes upon dealers and retail dealers in| 
leaf tobacco, manufacturers of tobacco! 
or cigars, and peddlers of tobacco, shall, 
cease; but the dealers and peddlers will, 
be obliged to make registration with, 
the internal revenue collector of their: 
district. Farmers and growers of to- 
bacco are also exempted from the pres- 
ent tax after May 1, 1891. The bill pro-. 
vides that after January 1, 1891, the in- 
ternal taxes on smoking and manu- 
factured tobacco and on snuff shall bs, 
reduced to 4 cents per pound. A, 
drawback equal to the full amount of) 
the reduction is to be allowed on all: 
original and unbroken factory packages) 
of tobacco, snuff, cigars, cheroots and, 
cigarettes, held by manufacturers or 
dealers at the time the proposed reduc-' 
tion goes into effect.

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THE CITY OF PARIS IN PERIL. 


The Great Ocean Steamer Sixty Hours 
Helpless on the Ocean, and Only Calm 
Weather, Doubtless, Saved Her from 
Foundering—A Serious Accident to Her 
Machinery Supposed to be Attributable 
to an Effort at Record Breaking—Safe in 
Port at Last—Thankful Passengers. 


QUEENSTOWN, March 30.—The steam- 
ship City of Paris reached here at 4 a.m. _ 
Divers are examining her bottom, but 
the exact nature and extent of the dam- 
age has not been made public: When 
the accident occurred and it was found 
that the vessel was making water with 
a possibility of foundering, a panic 
arese on board. The excitement was 
heightened by the fact that the firemen 
and some of the engineers rushed upon 
deck immediately after the crash oc- 
curred and displayed great alarm. The 
engine-room had been’ flooded through 
injectionmtudeg which, it is alleged, the 
engineers, in their excitement, neg- 
lected to close. The second engineer’ 
remained at his post-and risked his life 
in the effort to shut off steam, in which 
he finally succeeded, and saved the ma- 
chinery from total wreck. After the 
steamer had drifted about for a long 
time without sighting a vessel the 
chief officer and six men started ina 
life-boat to get into the track of the 
liners, hoping to intercept some one of 
them and procure resistance. They en- 
countered the Aldersgate, which will- 
ingly came to the aid of the disabled 
steamer. 

THE ACCIDENT TO THE STEAMER. 

Lonpon, March 31.—The accident to 
the steamer City of Paris happened 
when the vessel was 216 miles off Fast- 
net. The passengers say they heard a 
loud crash, followed by an explosion. 
The ship quivered, and the thumping 
of broken machinery in the engine room 
shook the steamer from stem to stern. 
She began leaking badly from a hole 
which had bedn broken in the bottom. 
The pumps were quickly manned and 
the boats were ordered to be cleared. 
The passengers were much excited, but 
the officers remained calm, and their 
presence of mind and enforcement of 
regular discipline soon had the effect to 
restore the confidence of all on board. 

The steamer Adriatic passed the City 
of Paris, bound west, and would have 
aided her but for, the fact that the 
freight steamer Aldersgate, which also 
came up about the same time. was able 
to tow the disabled steamer into port. 
Three tugs soon joined the Aldersgato 
and aided in towing the City of Paris to 
Queenstown. On arrival at that port 
the passengers assembled in the saloon 
and after a religious service in recogni- 
tion of their providential escape had 
been held, resolutions were adopted 
complimenting the captain and crew 
upon their able and unwearied efforts 
for the safety and comfort of the pas- 
sengers. A purse of $3,000 was raised, 
which will be devoted to the Liverpool 
and New York Mariners’ Institute. 

The steamer ‘drifted about for sixty 
hours before aid came toher. Fortunate- 
ly the weather was fine and there was 
hardly a breath of wind. Signals of 





distress were constantly shown, rockets 


and flare lights being used at night. 
Finally, on Friday morning, the 
Adriatic was sighted. She offered to 
take the passengers and convey them to 
New York, which was all that she could 
be expected to do under the circum- 
stances. Some ofthe passengers thought 
that the big White Star steamer ought 
to have turned around and towed the 
City of Paris into port, but the officers 
of the City of Paris said this would have 
been against all precedent, and entirely 
unnecessary in view of the fact that the 
disabled. steamer was not in distress, 
and was in reach of otber help. 
THE OFFICERS AND CREW COMMENDED. 
Lonpon, March 31.—The passengers 
from the steamer City.of Paris speak 
very highly of the conduct of the ofli- 
cers and crew, both in the matter of 
managing the disabled ship and in 
making the passengers as hopeful as 
possible.

Frovidence moves in a 
m)sierious Way, and impresses upon 
the people that it is only througli fire 
and water, sutfering and sacrifice, 
that they can arri.e rapidly at mag- 
niiicent resu'ts, A3 to the civil war, after 
you have fo.gotten its passions, after 
you have buried in a common grave all 
vindictiveness and strife, after you have 
recovered from the sorrow of personal 
loss, you wi | reach a philosophical frame 
of mind, and can calmly view the war 
and its results.

mated, and it is a mistake to suppose 
that no assistance is needed in the little 
city across the river. In the blocks be- 
sween Market and Front and Mulberry 
nearly every home is ruined, and the 
inmates lost the most of their furniture. 

Some of them succeeded in saving 
only the clothing they wore upon their 
backs. Since the terrible accident oc- 
curred Daniel Phipps has fed and given 
shelter to thirteen families. John Fer- 
guson, grocer, has provided for an 
equal number. 

A meeting of the Commercial club 
was héld ac the city hall Monday night, 
and. speeches favoring the asking for 
outside assistance were made. Thug far 
subscriptions to the amount of only 
about $250 have been sent in.

A LACK OF WATER. 


The Stricken City Threatened With Fur- 
ther Misfortunes. 

CINCINNATI, April 8.—The Times- 
Star’s special Wednesday afternoon 
from Louisville said: 

The danger of a water famine is be- 
coming greater every day. There is 
only two days’ supply left, and if the 
experiment to be made this afternoon 
fails the supply will be cut off from all 
consumers save the fire department.

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TRIMMING LAMPS. 


Bome Practical Suggestions That Should 
Be Remembered. 

The commonest mistake, and one of | 
the worst, is to permit the draft of the 
burner to become clogged with charred 
wick, pieces of burned matches, etc. 
Some people do not seem to know that 
the flame of the lamp requires a clear 
draft, as does a fire. Without it there 
is imperfect combustion, flickering, 
smoking and bad smell, which are usual- 
ly charged to the oil, the lamp, the 
burner or the chimney, when in fact the 
fault is in the user. Keep the inside as 
well as the outside of the burner clean 
and keep all openings completely free 
from even the least obstruction. 

More mistakes are made in trimming 
the wick too often or not often enough, 
too much or too little. It is not always 
necessary to trim it every day. Usual- 
ly, indeed, every other day is sufficient- 
ly frequent, if the lamp has been fully 
supplied with oil. Be guided by the 
amount of use. Do not cut off all the 
charred portion. Leave a thin coat of 
the char on the end of the wick. It is 
next to impossible to get an even, well- 
shaped flame from a fresh-cut wick. 
Slightly round the corners to prevent 
the flame spreading too wide and over- 
heating the sides of the chimney. Do 
not let the wick get too short. When it 
does not touch the bottom of the lamp 
it is time to get a new one, and it should 
be done at once. Never seek to length- 
en it by sewing on strips of cloth. See 
that the wick exactly fits the tube, but 
not tightly. In puttingin a new wick 
be careful not to let a thread of the 
warp catch in the teeth of the rachet 
and pull out; ft will make trouble ever 
after. A wick should be discarded and 
a new one substituted after a year’s use, 
even if still long enough. 

Of course, the wick must be perfectly 
dry when put in, andin starting a new 
lamp that has been washed or an old one 
that has been cleaned, the utmost care 
must be taken thatevery atom of moist- 
ure has been dried out before the oil is 
putin. le sure to give the wick time 
to fill with oil before lighting it; or if 
haste is necessary, turn the dry wick far 
above the top of the burner and dip that 
end in the oil in the lamp; turn it back, 
reverse the burner, screw itin place and 
the wick is ready to light. 

Make sure that the chimney fits close 
at the base. Occasionally a chimney 
will be found slightly rounded on the 
bottom so that there is always a little 
crevice on one side or the other. This 
causes a side draft, makes the blaze un- 


steady and often puzzles the house- 
keeper to discover ‘‘what ails the 
lamp.” 


One more error is to burn the lamp 
with the oil in the reservoir too low. 
This not only causes imperfect combus- 
tion of oil and over-burning of the wick, 
but is dangerous. At the very least the 
oil should not get below an inch in 
depth, and it is much better to keep the 
lamp nearly full. Never fill it quite 
full up tothe burner socket. Leave a 
small air-space, for safety and to allow 
for the expansion of the oil when 
warmed. It is usually cold when put 
in, and if the lamp be completely filled, 
and left in a warm room, it will soon be 
found flowing over the top. Use only 
the best oil. Cheap oil is much the 
more expensive, besides being unsafe.— 
Good Housekeeping. 





HINTS ABOUT TRACING. 


A Method Which Is Said to Produce 
Satisfactory Results. 

This method may be new to many; if 
ismine. I have never seen it in print 
or use. 

Take any pattern, design or illustra- 
tion on paper (not very thick) for copy- 
ing; use rough or smooth drawing papers 
as preferred, rather thin. Paste the 
corners of design and paper together; 
starch makes no stain. A little water 
will part them when wanted. Hold the 
design with the paperagainst a window; 
or, if more convenient, mount a sheet of 
glass on a table or easel in front of one. 
Every line will show distinctly through 
the paper, it doesn’t matter if the back 
of the picture has printing on it. Do 
not have much light from behind you. 
(;o over all the outlines in pencil, take 
the work down and look at it before you 
separate the two, to be sure it is com- 
plete. It is necessary to part them to 
finish, such as shading, etc. Where the 
design is in outlines only, if a number 
of copies are wished, go over the pencil 
lines with copying ink and transfer to a 
gelatine press. 

Picture tracing may be finished in 
pencil, pen and ink, crayon, charcoal or 
water color; if other than a pencil fin- 
ish, outlines must be made light. With 
a little management, pictures in books 
and newspapers copied without cutting 
them, even transferred to drawing books 
oralbums. Paste is not necessary. If 
an original is so thick it can not be cop- 
ied thus, use transparent tracing paper, 
which may then be copied. 

There are two old ways to transfer to 
painted wood, canvas, etc., which avoids 
making pin hole patterns. When the 
ground is light, rub a stick of chareoal 
over the back of the paper, when dark 
use chaJk or whiting instead. Go over 
the lines with any hard point.—Detroit 
ree Press.
